 Ms. Audley suggested adding more definitions of finance terms like stabilization funds, 

how they are funded and what are they used for. Define that taxation includes more 

than the tax levy. Explain Enterprise Funds and the Colle Receipts Reserved for 

Appropriation fund. 
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 Ms. Audley also suggested making sure categories are consistent between text and pie 

charts.  

 The issue of culture, how the town supports it, the investments that the town has made, 

and how to share that information was discussed with no resolution but the intent to 

revisit the topic.  

 Mr. Garrison suggested providing highlights after the boilerplate explanation.  

 Other suggestions included a handbook for town meeting members including budget 

terms and meanings or a handout in the town meeting packet with a glossary of finance 

terms used. Mr. Ellis suggested a brief glossary in the front of the report. 

 Mr. Widmer thinks this an important document speaking to who we are and what we do 

and that we want to make the information as accessible as possible.  

 Ms. Audley suggested emphasizing that we strive for a balanced budget after evaluating 

resources and spending requests, and that if someone wants to increase a budget, cuts 

will be needed elsewhere to balance the budget.  

 Ms. Audley provided some corrections of language in the sections on school district 

assessments.
